How many bones are there in 
the spine of a Pacific herring? 
It all depends on where you 
caught the herring. If it came 
out of the sea off San Diego, 
Callf., the number of vertebrae 
In the fish would likely be fifty. 
lf you netted the herring off 
the Alaskan coast the number 
would be 53, and the herrings 
off the southern British Colum- 
bia get along nicely with an 
average of 51 bones In their 
spines. 

In brief—warm ocean water 
means a low, and cold¢water a 
high vertebral count in Pacific 
herrings. Or,ras the scientists put 
it, the a vertebral counts 
varies inversely with the tem- 
perature of the water during 
the period when the eggs ‘are 
spawned and developed. ~ 

All this means lttle or nothing 
to the layman, but Canadian and 
United States research workers 
with the welfare of the fishing 
industry at heart, conducted this 
herring bone count both by dis- 
section and X-ray, for a special 
reasom, Through it they have es- 
tablisked the fact that the herr- 
ings off the California, ‘British 
Columbian and Alaskan coasts 
tend to form local populations, 
and tion and intermingling 
is so limited that the intensity 
of fishing activities in each anes 
must be regulated to avold local 
depletion of the run. 

In other words. conservatio 
measures now can be undertak- 
en with an increased scientific 
knowledge of the lowly herring.
